The exhibition will take place in Gallery Two on the mezzanine level 
of the Hall Building from May 29 to June 6. It will feature 60 colour 
and black-and-white photos of productions he has designed for the Canadian 
Opera Company, the Charlottetown Festival, the St. Lawrence Centre, the 


Young Peoples Theatre, the CBC and the Stratford Festival among others. 


Included in the exhibition will be production photos from Anne of 
Green Gables, The Merry Widow, Les Belles Soeurs, Wozzek, Mother Courage, 


The Merry Wives of Windsor and Six Characters in Search of an Author. 
Gallery hours are 11 a.m. to 9 p.m. weekdays, and 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. 


Saturdays. There is no admission charge. 


As one of Canada's leading set-designers, Laufer was invited to 
represent Canada at the Prague Quadrennial International Exhibition in 1976, 
where he was honoured with a special mention.
